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{ E is a Certain InſeQ bred in the Corruption of the late Rebellion, and is ( for the moſt 
© part) a Traytor Ex traduce. s 
At his Majefties happy Reſtauration he lay ſtupified without Senſe or Motion, but began 
Fx by little and little to crawl with new life in the warmth of the A&t of Oblivion, and 
=. afterwards wantonly basked himſelfin the Rays of Royal Indulgence and Toleration, till 
8. the old Poiſonous Ferment began to work and float afreſh, and furniſhed him with Vigour, -

or that his Wit and - Judgment were ever capable Rationally to diſcern-and chooſe, ( for in Speculartions of- 
this kind, Nature and his Education have removed him bur one degree from an Idiot ) but his Father beget- 
ting him in the.hot Zeal of this Perſuaſion, and his Dam all that while fixing her teeming Fancy with Adul- 
terous luſt on their able Holder-forth, he was moulded a ftrong Presbyterian in the very Womb, and fo 
proves a rank Phanatick by the Pure force of Imagination and Extract : Nor hath he himſelf been fince want- 
ing to improvetheſe natural Diſpoſitions, and Exalt the Rebellious Genius he derived from his Sire and Dam; 
for obſcrving- ( or rather being told) that the Prechyterian Principles ſtood in the greateſt Oppoſition to the 
Eſtabliſhed Government, he hath with irreverſible Obſtinacy Eſpouſed the good Old Cauſe, and with rhe 
Sacred Solemnity of a Sacramental Vow hath devoted himſelf, Life, and Fortune, to the utter Extirpation 
of Prelacy, and the Royal Race of the Stuarts.

Covert of a Proteſtant ;/ and though: that word for ought he knows of the 
I riſe and reaſon of it, may be Hebrew for a Baboon, yet he aſſurges and affeRts it upon all occaſions, becauſe 
he fanofts thar it denotes, and ſignifies diſtintion and oppoſition ; and he loves all things, and terms of Se- 
paration and ContradiCtion at his very heart. But farther-obſerving that many wiſe and honeſt men have 
plainly diſcover'd that this Religion of his, and as he manages it, proves in the conſequence of Afﬀairs no 
better than an Antimonarchick-Hereſfie, therefore the better to ſupply all irs defects, and anſwer all objections 
againſt it, he Palliates its apparent Falſhood and Treachery with the ſpecious Epithers of Truth and Loyalty, 
- and with unparallel'd Impudence he once for all roundly ſtiles himſelf, a true Loyal Proreſtant, He hath 
been hatching Rebellion, and working under-ground the Subverſton of Church and State for theſe many

And thus he hath kept the Plot at Bay fot theſe three years fo'amnſe and divert us, whilſt all the while he
